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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

Applicant's election without traverse of Claims 1 , 5 and 6 drawn to species 2 of 
Figs. 7 and 8 in the reply filed on 7/1 1/05 is acknowledged. 

Claims 4 and 7-13 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 
1 .142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected species, there being no allowable generic or 
linking claim. Election was made without traverse in the reply filed on 7/1 1/05. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1, 5 and 6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Muramatsu et al. US Pub No. 2003/0146799 A1 in view of JP 09035942. 

Regarding claim 1, as discussed in previous office action, Muramatsu et al. 
discloses in Figures 2-6 an oscillator circuit as recited in the claim except the switch 
position, "a second terminal connected to said first terminal of another one of said 
plurality of first switch circuits". 

As would have been recognized by one of ordinary skill in the art, such a switch 
position would have been an obvious variant from the switching structure of Muramatsu 
et al. because the finer adjustment of inductance for more accurate oscillation frequency 
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would require more tapping of the inductors. JP 09035942 shows the switching position 
as recited in the claim and teaches that such switching position enable adjustment of 
VSWR value to optimum level, which translates more accurate oscillation frequency in 
oscillators. 

Therefore, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to modify 
the switch position as recited in the claim because such a modification would have 
provided the benefit of finer adjustment for more accurate oscillation frequency. 

Regarding claim 5, Muramatsu et al. discloses the switch circuit including a 
transistor element (Para. [0050]). 

Regarding claim 6, Fig. 2 shows capacitor element in the LC resonant circuit 
having a variable capacitance value (varactor diode D1, D2). 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments, see Page 1 1 , filed on 4/26/05 with respect to the 
rejections )of claims 1 under Muramatsu et al. have been fully considered and are 
persuasive. Therefore, the rejection has been withdrawn. However, upon further 
consideration, a new ground(s) of rejection is made in view of Muramatsu el al. with 
modification based on the finer adjustment consideration. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure.
